Bur this it feems is not enough; Mifunderftandings 
nuit be raifed, Difturbances created, and the Miniftry 
mbarrafled. —— Of what Weight are the Sugar Co/o- 
ies, in Comparifon with the Views of fome Men ? 

For (lays the Craft/man+) a ftrange Clamour hath 

been raifed about our Cosanies, as if they would be 

utterly ruined, and the Safety of Great Britain de- 
pended on their Prefervation. Some of the Gazee- 
teers themfelves have been fo weak as to cry up the 
vaft Importauce of thefe Places [the Sugar Colonies} as 
if they would be utterly ruined uy this A&, and to 
weep over their prefent de/perate Condition. But there 
is really no more in this than in the fame vulgar No- 
tions about the Jmpertance of Gibraltar. It is true, 
indeed, that they have been of very confiderable Ad- 
vantage tous formerly, and may be of fome at pre- 
fent; but when we confider what infinite Trouble 
they have given us with Spain, and are like to give us 

with France upon the fame Account, it may be a 

Queftion, Whether ibey are avorth our heeping any longer. 

It is agreed on all Hands, that the French have already 

encroached fo much on our Sugar Trade, that it is 

fearce recoverable. Befides, the People of tho 

Ilands are already teazing us with fo many Complaints 

of Grievances and importunate Sollicitations for Re- 
drefs, that it would certainly be a great Eafe to Men 

in Power, if they were at the Bottom of the Sea, or 
in any other Hands than ours ; and /ome Miniflers, no 
doubt, have often wifhed them fo.’

‘fideration of the Parliament; We thall take an Extract 


from. it to anfwer this Query: ‘ What is principally 
* intended by this Paper (fays the Author) is to con- 
‘ fider more particularly the Nature and prefeat Cireum- 
‘ flances of this moft valuable Trade, the. Trade of the Su- 
‘ gar Colonies, and to lay before the Parliament the im- 
‘ minent Dangers we are threatened with of stterty lafing 
‘ the fame, unlefs proper Meafures be quickly taken to 
* fettle it: upon. a better Foundation than it bas been for 
¥ Years paft. -—— In onder ta this it muft be ob- 
* ferved, that the Portuguexe in Brazil, the Dutch in 
‘ Surinam and the Jja-Cape, and the French in their 
* Ifland:, efpecially in that great Liand of Hijpanola, 
* in which they have gota great Footing, pal og ery 
* of large Countries, and great Traéts of fertile Land, 
‘ which produce Provifions, and moft other Neceflaries 
‘ and Conveniencies for Life, and likewife Materials 
* and Requifites for manufacturing Sugar, and other the 
* Product of their Land, fuch as ‘Timber, Horfes, Cat- 
* tle, &c. ——. On the other Hand, the Eaglifo Sugar 
‘ Plantations are upon fmall Ifands ; Barbados, which 
‘ is but Twenty-one Milesin Length, and ahouttwelve 
‘ Miles over in the broadeft Part, being the largeft of 
* them all, excepting Jamaica ; and even that [land is 
« not wellinhabited, has a great deal of Sawanna Land, 
‘ is very mountainous, and in War very much expofed ; 
‘ fo that if the Windward Lflands fhould come to be 
« deferted or loft, Famaica could never be kept and im- 
* proved fo as to iupport the Sugar Trade to this King- 
‘ dom. —~ Further, thefe our imall [flands being 
‘ obliged to the Britith Dominions for almoft every thing, 
‘ fuch as Servants and Slaves, and Provifions of ail 
* Sorts, and for all Materials and Neceflaries for manu- 
« faéturing their Sugar, and other the Produét of their 
‘ Ground, tho’ they are thereby the more profitable to 
‘ this Kingdom, yet by this Means they make Sugar the 
* dearer ; bat that which adds to their Misfortune, is, 
* that their Land is fo poor, that they muft be at great 
‘ Expence in manuring it, and muft plant the fame 
« Land every other Year: Whereas in the Colonies of 
‘ the aforefaid Nations, there is Room enough to 
* change their Ground ; and if there were not, yet the 
‘ Land is fo fertile, that they p/ant but once in feven, 
‘ and femetimes but in fen Years, and that without 
‘ Dung ; fo that in Confequence of all thefe Advan- 
« tages over us, they mut underfel us at foreign Markets, 
‘ and in Time turnifh our Markets at home cheaper 
‘ than wean, and, inthe End, beat us intirely. out of 
‘ the Sugar Trade. —— This cannot be thought improb- 
‘ able, if it be confidered, that, in other Nations, the 
* fame Caufes have had the fame Efe@s. ‘This was the 
‘ Cafe many Years ago with the Tursi/> Dominions, 
‘ where there were many Sugar Works ; for it feems 


_ « thatthey were at fo great Expence and Charge in mak- 


* ing Sugars, that they were furnifhed from us cheaper 
‘ than they made them themfelves ; fo that, by De 
‘ grees, we Sad all the Trade for Sugar to the Levant. 
* Then it was that eur Pdantations flourifhed, the Land 
« was fertile, and the Planters had Plenty of Timber, 
Provifions, and other Neceflaries, and were alfo regu- 
larly fupplied with futhcient Numbers of Slaves at 
eafy Rates: But fince our Plantations ave fallen to 
Decay, the Land \become barren, and the Scarcity and 
Dearnefs of Slaves, we make Sugar fo dear, that others 
have, in a great Mealure, beat Us out of that benefi- 
cial Trade, becaufe they can furnife thefe Markets 
cheaper than we. And for the fame Reafons it will 
appar, that we are in Danger of being /ripped of 
this, and of all our foreign Sugar Trade. Tbefe Things 
clearly demonflrate, how near the Defolation of the Sugar 
Iflands is at hand, upom the Footing that the Trade 
lands at prefent, which mutt bring Ruin upon many 
thoufand Families in the Plantations, and many more 
thoujands in thefe Kingdoms. ~—— ‘This doth not de- 
pend upon Speculation ; the Facts are plain, and mott 
of them felf-evident ; and ifany Doubt arifes upon any 
of them, there are undeniable Prooft ready to be offered 
to the Parliament, in order to confute every thing that 
can be fuggefied ta the contrary. —— It is therefore 
humbly hoped, that in an Affair of fo Confe- 
quence, the Wifdom of the Legiflature will at latt, 
and awhile yet they have it in their Power, effectually 
interpofe their Authority, and, by their fafnable 
‘ Rejeletions, prevent this impending Evil,’ 
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In no better Condition were the Sugar Colonies at 
the Death of Queen Anne; but for more Particulars, 
and.of the. little Care that was taken of them in the 
ss | Utrecht, fee two Letters publifhed the Begin- 
ning of this prefent Year, in the Daily Gazetteer, both 
figned dn Engh Weft Indian.

Anfuer. No, not as weremember; -- but thould 
there, let them be declared, and we doubt not but there 
were har Reajons for them. 

3 2, Caw the prefent Miniftry be charged with hav- 
ing committed any Acts of Oppreflion on the Sugar 
Colonies ? 

Anfuer. Not that we know of. —— If Perions in 
Commiflion abroad have done unwarrantable ‘i hings, 
the Law has been open and free. ——— If our Laws are 
defeclive, new ones ought to be profofed and enaded. 

4 2. Has notthe prefent Admunittration taken the 
Cafe of our Sugar Colonies into Confideration, and done 
more for them than they could ever obtain from any 
former ? 

Anfuser. Yes! for it was under former Miniflers that 
they complained of new Duties, of Lofés by the Wars, 
of high Premiums for Infurance, of excefive Prices of 
Frei It, of Dearne/s and Scarcity of Slaves, of the Rate 
of ey of the protefting the Planters Bills in Eng- 
land; in thort, of their unfortunate Circumflances ; and 
all this too not without great and fufficient Caufe. 

Bur have the Gentlemen in the prefent Adminiftra- 
tion added any thing to the Load of the Sugar Colonies ? 
Have they not given them, to their Satisfaction, all the 
Eafe defired in collecting and moderating fuch Duties as 
were complained of? And have they not alfo promot- 
ed fuch Laws for their Encouragement, as have been, 
with Reafon, recommended to them.? Andare they 
not now defirous to bear and to know what further can 
be done for their Benefit? and the Friends of the pre- 
fent Miniftry declare on all Occafions, ‘ That noewith- 
* flanding the Lies and Scurrilities {pread, we thail find 
* them going upon xo Mea/ures bat fuch as may give 
‘ univerfal Satisfaction ; Meajures that may beff conduce 
* to the Rafe of the Sudje@, to the Relief of the Poor, vo 
* the Encouragement of Trade, to the Increafe of our 
‘ Manufactures, to the Welfare and Projperity of the 
* People, and to the Honour ofthe Crown. 

5 2. On the whole then, what Service can it be to 
the pyor Sugar Colonies tor the Craft/man to fay, that it 
would certainly be a great Eafe to Men in Power, if 
they were at the Bottom of the Sea, or in any other Hands 
than ours ; and that jome Minifters, no doubt, have 
wifbed them fa ? 

Anfuser. As to our Parts, we believe, none at ail, 
but the contrary ; for we ought, /r/ at lealt, in a de- 
cent Manner, to let Men in Power know what it is we 
would have done, and shen furely we ought, ad/ thar in 
us lies, to trengthen their Hands to pertorm it. This 
is the Principle we have ever hitherto obferved our- 
felves, and would recommend it to others for our mu- 
tual Advantage ; for in popular Governments the Peo- | 
ple are far from being always free from Guilt. Aad 
after all, we muft conclude, that good Gowernors need 
good People, as good People need good Governors. 

Ir was a noble and glorious Chara¢ter King Pyrrhus 
gave his Enemies, the Romans, in his Time, O quar 
facile erat Orbis Imperium oceupart, aut mibi Romanis 
militibus, aut me Rege Romanis: And it was by thofe 
Virtues and tnofe Manners, which Pyrrbus then ad- 
mired in them, that Rome afterwards became FE mpre/; 
of the World. On the other hand, the Vices and Di~ 
fentions of her People 4 it: Nor could Pompey, Cicero, 
Brutus, Cato, &c. prelerve them. And. from thence 
forward that Government was ordered even by the beit 
Men in Power, Magis ut poterat quam ut debebat.

Yeflerday a Mail arrived from France, but brought 
nothing material. ‘The French King had a Fall from 
his Horfe laft Saturday Se’nnight as he was hunting the 
Wild Boar, but received no Harm. 

They write from Laufanne in Swiflerland, that the 
Princefs Viétoria of Savoy pafling thro’ that Place for 
Vienna to receive the Succeffion of the late Prince Eu- 
gene, received all the Honours due to her Rank, both 
in that Canton and thofe of Berne and Fribourg, thro’ 
which the paflid. 

Yefierday between One and Twoa very extraordi- 
nary Affair happened in Weltminfter-hall ; a large 
Bundle of Papers made up with combuftible Matter, 
was laid between the Court of Chancery and the Court 

of King’s Bench, which taking Fire by the Means of 

a lighted Match that was wrapped up among the Pa- 
pers, blew up, and would, in all Probability, have 
done a great deal of Mifchief, ifie had mot by Ac- 
cident been removed from the Place where it was 
fir laid, which was juit under the Bench where 
the Genticmen who attend the Court of Chancery 
fit. At the fame time little printed Bills were 
difperfed about Weilminiter Hall, purporting that by a 
general Confent of the Citizens and Tradefmen of 
London, Weitminfter, and the Borough of Southwark, 
five printed %<oks or Libcls, called Adts of Parliament, 
would be burnt at the Royal Exchange, Weftmintter 
Fall, and St. Margaret’s Hill, Southwark, and highly 
reflecting upon the Legiflature for feveral Aéts of Par- 
liament that pafled laft Seflions, and traiteroufly Im- 
peaching his Majefty’s Title to the Crown ; the Grand 
jury being then fitting, thought this a Crime of fo 
heinous a Nature, that they made a Prefentment of the 
faid Paper, asa wicked, falfe, infamous and {candalous 
Libel, highly refleéting upon his Majetty and the Le- 
giflative Power of this Kingdom, and tending very 
ynuch to alienate, poyfon, and difturb the Minds of his 
Majeity’s Subjects, and humbly requefting that the 
Court would give Orders to make ftritt Search and In- 
quiry after the Author, Printer and Publifher of fo in- 
famous and fcandalous a Libel, in order to profecute 
them with the utmoil Severity ; and further exprefling 
the Zeal and Affection to his Majeity and his Govern- 
ment, and their Detettation of the Authors of fo no- 
torious an Offence. When the Grand Jury brought 
the Prefentment into Court, the Lord Hardwick made 
a moit excellent and affecting Speech, thewing the 
Greatne(s of the Crime, and the dangerous Tendency 
of the faid printed Paper, and how highly neceflary it 
was to make the ftrifteft Inquiry after the Authors, and 
to bring them to condign Punifhment for the fame. 

Lait Night the Right Hon. the Earl of Scarfdale lay 
at the Point of Death, at his Houfe in Duke-freet, 
Weitminfler, being given over by his Phyficians. 

This Day begin the General Quarter Seffions for the 
City and Liberty of Weitminiter. 

Yellerday the .Couwt of King’s Bench, upon the 
Motion of the Attorney General, made a Rule for ex- 
ecuting of Baylis and Reynolds, convicted on the Black 
Act, on Monday the 26th Initant. 

The Attorney General likewife moved the Court of 

_ King’s Bench, for Judgment againft Thomas Lowndes, 
Eiys on an Indictment for aflaulting Mark Frecker, 
bfq; one of the Clerks of the ‘T'reafury, in the Fxecu- 
tion of his Office, and the Court were pleated to fine 
him sol. and to be committed to the King’s Bench 
Prifon till the faid Fine was paid, and to find Sureties 
for his good Behaviour for three Years. 

Morgan and Pickering, two of the Perfons that were 
concerned in breeding a Riot at the Sardinian Ambafla- 
dor’s Chapel, appeared on their Recognizances, and 
were further continued.
